CHICAGO, June 14.—In a quaint 
romance of half a century ago, 
Emil Wende, flushed with youth 
and an ambition to rise and pros- 
per in America, led his fraulein, 
Christina, to the altar of a little 
church in Breslin, Germany. There 
they were married. For fifty years 
they consoled and loved. 

Ot late years Emil had not been 
well. He did not want to die, he 
often told his children, and leave 
Christina behind without his pro- 
tection. Early today he awakened 
her and told her his decision. 

“Christina, we have lived to- 
gether for more than fifty years 
and that's long enough. There's a 
place across the border where we 
ean be young again and start all 
over. We will go there together.” 

The aged man then raised a pis- 
tol in his shaking hand, shot 
Christina in the breast, and fired a 
bullet inte his own head. He died 
instantly.

Sofia coup d'etat Is likely to have 
most serious consquences. Reports 
that Jugo-Siavia is mobilizing have 
created profound concern. It is 
sald that Italy already has inti- 
mated that she will not counte- 
nance a general mobilization in 
Jugo-Slavia. 

There are two theortes as to 
why Jugo-Slavia is so impressed 
over the Bulgarian situation.

STOP GLAND GROWTH 
TO SAVE TOT’S LIFE 


UNUSUAL CASE OF RESTORED 
LIFE 18 REPORTED IN 
NEW YORK 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK, June 14.—As the 
result of an unusual experiment 
in using X-raye to wither the 
thymus gland in a new-born in- 
fant, it was learned today at the 
New York Infirmary for Women 
and Children, the lite of the 
baby, which had actually ceased 
to breathe, was restored. 

The infant, Louise, daughter of 


Mrs. Samuel Schwartz, was born 
ten days ago. Two days after 
birth she ceased breathing. At 


the infrmary, to which the baby 
was taken in this condition, Dr. 
Mary Heaton directed artificial res- 
piration to keep up for twenty- 
four hours, by means of oxygen 
tanks, with continuous watches of 
internes and nurees on hand. 

Several X-ray photographs of 
the baby were made, which re- 
vealed that the thymus gland, lo- 
cated betweep the heart and root 
of the neck, and which is be- 
lieved to bring about the func- 
tioning of respiration in newly 
born children, was enlarging in- 
stead of becoming atrophied and 
disappearing. es is the normal ac- 
tion of the gland at birth. 

By further X-ray treatment Dr. 
Heaton succeeded in reducing the 
thymus gland and causing it to 
cease development In conse- 
quence little Louise has been able 


to breathe normally and is now 


said to be doing well.

Lake county deputies, with a 
mittimus ordering Boyle to jail 
for six months for contempt of 
court, have been hunting the run- 
away since Tuesday but cannot find 
him. Col. A. V. Smith, State's 
Attorney of Lake county, decided 
today that Boyle has decided to 
forfeit- his $2000 bond rather than 
spend the summer in jail. 

Boyle has been named as a go- 
between for powerful Lundin- 
Thompson-Small lieutenants in 
the plot to fix the jury that acquit- 
ted Gov. Small last summer of con- 
«piracy to defraud the State while 
In office as Treasurer. He was held 
in contempt of court for refusing 
to answer questions put by, the 
grand jury, after Judge Edwards 
had yranted him immunity. 

Boyle was granted a stay under 
a $2000 bond so that he might 
carry an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. He lost on the appeal, and 
the stay expired Tuesday. Deputies 
were sent out at once to get him, 
but have been unable to find him, 
according to Prosecutor Smith. 

Boyle's friends say he will re- 
main in hiding until October, when 
the Supreme Court will consider. 
the appeal from Judge Welsh's 
contempt ruling. By that time the 
case will have been disposed of,

Allan and Workman Rank 
High for Post 


When the new City Council takes 
office and holds its first session on 
July 2 its first work will be 
the election of one of its members 
as president, and already the race 
is on to line up the necessary five 
votes for the several candidates 
who are in the position of Charles 
Dickens's character, Barkis, who 
was willin.’ 

The two leading candidates are 
‘Councilman Allan, who was high 
man at the city election with a 
vote of 61,245, and Boyle Work- 
man, who was second with a vote 
of 50.510. Ralph L. Criswell, now 
president of the City Ceuncil, and 
Walter Mallard, who was third at 
the city election with a vote of 
50,187, it is said, would not object 
to being chosen president of the 
new Council, but ff at informa! 
caucuses held by the members. of 
the new Council between now and 
July 2 it develops that none of 
these four has five votes, a com- 
promise candidate may be decided 
upon. 

The president of the City Coun- 
cil receives no compensation 
other than the $200 paid each 
Counciiman, and as he is the 
presiding officer of the Council, as 
well as chairman of one of its 
committees, he has much addition- 
al work and responsibility. 

The city charter simply states 
that the Council shall elect one of 
its members president, and some- 
times this position has gone to 
the high men at election. and 
sometimes not. 

In 1909 John D. Works was 
high man and was elected -presi- 
ident. In 1911 Martin F. Betkouski 
was high man but George Williams 
was elected president. In 1915, 
Fred C. Wheeler, a member of the 
present as well as the incoming 
Council, was high man but Martin 
F. Betkouski was elected president. 
In 1917 Walter Mallard, a member 
of the present and of the incom- 
ing councils, was high man but 
John S. Conwell was chosen ex the 
présiding officer. In 1919 Boyle 
Workman, a member of the- in- 
coming Council, was high man and 
was elected president, and in the 
next election Ralph L. Criswe'l was 
high man and was elected prosi- 
dent. 

Mr. Workman was very success 
ful and popular as a presiding of- 
ficer and as the situation rests 
now he stands the best chance of 
being elected president of the new 
Council. But it is a long time, as 
things political go, until July 2.

CHARTER BOARD 
MEETS MONDAY 


Freeholders to Organize at 
First Gathering 

New City Document Plan to 
Be Taken Up 


Council Likely to be Asked 
for Office Space 


The Board of Freeholders, 
elected on the 6th inst., will meet 
in the directors’ room at the 
Chamber of Commerce on Monday 
noon to organize, elect a president, 
and formulate plans for drafting 
a new city charter. Under the 
law, the board has four months 
within which to complete its work, 
and the City Council may extend 
the time, if requested by the board, 
for two months. 

This time limit insures the com- 
pletion of the work before January 
1, so that a special election can be 
called early next year to vote on 
approving the proposed charter. 
Ratification by the Legislature 
must follow, and as the Legisia- 
ture does not meet again until 
1926, unless a especial session is 
called, a proposed new charter 
drafted and approved by the voters 


cannot become the new law of Los 
Angeles until 1926 at the earliest. 


COMMITTEES URGED 

City Attorney Stephens, who will 
be the legal adviser of the board, 
has conferred with a number of its 
members, and has urged the neces- 
sity of the immediate appointment 
of a number of committees to take 
up each of the charter sections 
applying to each branch of the city 
government, these committees to 
hold hearin ask for information 
and suggestions from city officials, 
heads of various departments and 
various organizations as to their 
recommendations for im prove- 
ments in the charter. ese pro- 
posed committee reports will then 
be laid before the board so that the 
new charter can be drafted at the 
earliest possible time.

Fishermen to the number of 150 


were thrown out of work at the 
beginning of the tuna season by a 
fre which early yesterday de- 
stroyed the municipal fish wharf at 
Los Angeles Harbor, together with 
the equipment of the fishing fleet, 
at an estimated damage of $65,- 
009. 

The fire burned up fifteen boats 
and all the nets and other fish- 
ing equipment and destroyed the 
fishermens’ lockers, the total dam- 
age to equipment being estimated 
at $50,000. The municipal bulld- 
ing also was burned down, at a loss 
of $15,000. 

The fire started about 3 a.m., 
from an undetermined origin. 
Three fire companies, including the 
municipal fire boat, were called 
into action, and fought the blaze 
continuously until 6:30 a.m.
